1 . Claims 1 - 34 have been presented for examination. Claims 24, 27 and 32 have 
been canceled; claims 1, 3, 5, 12, 16 and 18 have been amended in an amendment 
filed on 10/25/2004.

Invention III, user-to-user (or node-to-node) data encryption key distributed over 
data link (including public key and common master key) between different nodes (or 
users) within a wireless network.
